The Populatioi of Turkey. 

There are some curious facts with re- 
spect to the heterogeneous population of 
Turkey in Europe which are just now in- 
teresting.

Hens are a very useful fowl for laying 
eggs. Thoy want a coinfortiil)le house in 
tha winter and to 1)0 fed well for to mako 
tbetn lay. They like to eat stones for to 
grind the wheat in t^ieir crops. AVhon 
they lay their oggs tliey make a big (;;iekle 
and sometimes thoy get tho whole cf them 
cackleing ut oueo. They uro gond to oat 
when they are about one year old. Tho 
young she ones are called pullets and tho 
ho ones roosters. They most always roost 
ou a beam or a polo of t-ouie kind. Thoy 
eat most all kind.s of insects. Thoro are 
many kiods of cbickoiis, ]5rahma, Potra, 
Coehin Cliyna, Black Kpanish and Leg- 
horn fowls' They very often light. Onco 

'ond of out roosters picked another one's 
eyes out. Sometimes owls eats them, and 
skunks eat them too, .Sometimes hens 
crow but thoy uro killed for it. Hens 
imke a very queer noi.so w hen thoy are 
caught. When tliey get into a garden 
thoy eat very nearly everything that they 
can lay their eyes on. When they get in 
our granary tbey oat up very much grain. 
Once a hen got some barley into its throat 
and then it died. Bomelimos tliey fall a 
long -ways down and get hurt. They 
sometimes cat glass.— Written by a pupil

Tho London 'Sportsmau' of a recent 
dato contains an account of what it 
terms ' !one of the most gigantio swin- 
dles ever perpetrated," which bas 

just been brought to light. About 
tho beginning of August la.st, it says, a 
number of. ladies and gentloineu resi- 
dent iu tho cliiof cities on tho coutiiient 
rocoived a uewapapor called tho 'Sport,' 
tho contents and every aingle feature 
of which had all the appearance of 
being genuine. One articlo, devoted to 
the unsatisfaotory position of tlio 
principal eommission agents connected 
with tho turf, vtaa made specially 
promiueul, and in this tho wrongs 
aiiU'orod by a Mr. Andrew Montgom- 
ery, noted above hia colleagues for 
"Koundnesa of judgment and infallible 
knowledge," wero dwelt on at length, 
l^his gentleman, it appeared, had had 
extraordinary success on the turf, net- 
ting upward of half a million in eleven 
races. Through tbo jealousy of tho 
book-makers, however, who acted in 
combination against him, ho could not 
got tho nuirkot odd.4 on any horse 
against which bo bet, and ho conse- 
quently Builered great losses. A few 
days were allowed to elapse, and then a 
letter was sent to tbe saino porsons, 
Tliis was from none other than ilr. 
Montgomery himself, who called at- 
tention to the article in question, and 
announced' that ho was about to ap- 
point agents in all tho largo cities 
abroad. Ho asked to bo informed 
whether tho persons addressed would 
bo ready "to act as my intermediary 
with tbo English book-keepers, whose 
names I am ready to hand over to jou 
and to whoih you will please send the 
lunds I ^hali have the pleasure of 
handing y8u'for that i)urpoBe, as soon 
as I receive you reply. I shall be very 
gladto allow you the usual commission, 
that is to say, five per cent, on the 
amount of' my winnings. Moreover, 
besides'this commission I shall give 
you permission to make use of the 
information you may receive from me 
— that is to nay, if you see nio backing 
such and auch a liorso, ainl you may 
wish to do tho same, you aro at liberty 
to ,make use of the information." Tbe 
bait soon took, and among other fish 
who roao to it was tho Countess of 

, who, it seems, is the principal 

victim. Struck with what sho no 
doubt considered tho genuine appear- 
ance of tbe plan, tho Countess con- 
sented to act as Mr. Moiilgomery's 
agent in Paris. In a few days the 
Countess rececived a letter conlirniing 
lior appointment, and enclosing a 
chetiue for a largo sum of money, 
which was to be used in tho way di- 
rected. Tha cheque was printed in 
colours, and purported to be iasuod by 
tho "Royal Bank of London, " tho 
penny stamp being an exact reproduc- 
tion of tho imijression to be found on 
bankers' cheques. The Countess 
thought she could not do better 
tban venture a snm herself, and 
sent tho cheque to tho address 
given, with u thousand pouuda of 
her own. ^\ few days later the Iday 
received another cheque with instruc- 
tions to remit it in similar way. She 
was told tbat tbe thing was certainty, 
tho horBO must win, and she was ad- 
vised to send some inoio money of her 
own to bo invested. The Countess 
went to her banker's, withdrew socu- 
ritioB amounting in the aggregate to 
somotbiug over nine thousand pounds, 
and despatched them to Mr. Mont- 
gomery, his address being St. James 
street. As soon as they fell into tho 
hands of Mr. Montgomery they wero 
taken to a well-known bill-discounter 
in tho city, who uaturaUy refused to 
purchase them until full enquiries had 
been uiado. A telogratn was Boiit to 
tho lady, who iiuinodiately replied that 
the holder of the securites had full 
power to dispose of them. A check 
was drawn upon tho bank of ISnglaud, 
the cheque was presented, and £10,- 
OOO'iii crisp notes were handed to tho 
person who represented himself to bo 
Mr. Montgomery. It is well known, 
however, that tho numbera are taken 
(jf all nolos Kent out of the bank. 
Taking tram for (jlasgow on the, same 
night, one of the confederates presen- 
ted himself at the Clydesdale Bank on 
tbo following morning. lie was a 
product! merchant, and a ship was 
cpocicd every moineut at Greenock , 
uUl ho be favoured with a letter of 
credit on tho branch bank at that sea- 
partV it wa.H imporL'tut for the credit 
of bis boiiHo, and the eiuorgeucy of 
tho ease brooUod no delay. 'I'ho man- 
agev of the Clydesdale Uatik was ab- 
sent, but the deputy ma.ager consout- 
i)d and the letter of credit was given. 
After this all was easy. Greenock is 
but twenty milos down the Clyde, and 
in tho course of an hour or more the 
letter of credit waa cashed in £100 
Scotch bank iiolos. Tiio money had 
hardly left tho Bank of England when 
fiu thet "inquiries were made— this timo 
of a more exhaustive character — and it 
wi\H tlioii discovered that tbe whole 
thing was a carefully planned swindle, 
tho plot of which must have occupied 
niontba iu proparati'jn , and Lavo taxed 
the thieves to their utmost in carrying 
out th^ details.. The police started in 
purshlt as' scon as information was 
givontheiU.bub.througb eomoiniscbanco 
thoy never oame up to tho thieves. 
There is every reason to think, how- 
ever, that tho oonfodorntos in this dar- 
ing Boboiue are still in tlio country, 
and an advertisement appears offering 
a reward of £1,000 for their approhon- 
sion and the recovery of tbe money.
